Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J. FULCHER 


Bang’s Disease (Bovine Brucellosis) 
is wu serious disease of cattle in Alber- 
ta, causing loss of calves to farmers 
every year and is at all times a dang- 
er to humans as they may contact 
Undulant Fever, 

For these reasons a program has 
been established to build to resist- 
ance in the cattle population to this 
disease. The program in this mun- 
icipalily 1s compulsory vaccination 
of all heifer calves for several years, 
this to be followed by blood tests to 
remove remaining reactors. By car- 
rying Out a program of this type the 
farmers and ranchers have an Op- 
portunity to build up a herd of cows | 
Which have all been vaccinated as | 
calves for bang's, this is a more eco- | 
nemical ond practical program than 
complere blood testing of all females 
in the beginning. 

In 1944 the Provincial government 
started supplying the vaccine free of 
charge to carry out this program. 
Starting 1 1950 the program came 
into force across Canada with the 
Federal government supplying the 
vaccine and the province supplying 
ear tags and certificates to keep ac- 
curate records. 

In the municipality the mechanics 
of the program is carried out by the 
Service Board. This board draws 
up a contract with a Veterinarian 
to carry out the actual vaccinating 
of the calves.. 

This municipality is a Brucellosis 
Restricted area and therefore all 
heifer calves are vaccinated, also as 
has been lately brought into force all 
female cattle going through Com- 
munity Auction Sales yards are to be 
blood tested, 

All charges for the vaccinating and 
blood testing are paid by the owner 
to the veterinarian the rates where 
agreed to by the Western Stock 
Growers and the Veterinarian As- 
sociation, 

In most cases Bang’s is introduced 
into the herd by the purchase of an 
infected animal, to prevent the dread 
disease from your herd vaccinate all
